$9,000,000 Lump Fund ‘

Present Fiscal Relations With District Curse to De- 
velopment of Capital He Tells Senate—Pleads 
for Return to Definite Ratio. 


The present fiscal relations plan 
whereby the Federal Government pays 
a lump sum of $9,000,000 toward the 
expenses of the. District of Columbia 
was attacked on the floor of the Senate 
yesterday by Senator Phipps, of Colo- 
rado 

The lump sum plan, Phipps said, Is 
“unsound in principle, vicious in actual 


practice, a deadly poison in the vitals 
of city government, and has proved a 


curse to the people of Washington and 
to the people of the Nation.” 

The Colorado senator, who is chair- 
man of the Senate appropriations sub- 
committee which handles the District 
appropriation bill, appealed for a re- 
turn to the plan under which the Fed-

priation bill provided for the payment 
of a lump sum of $9,000,000 by the 
Federal Government. This is less than 
25 per cent of the entire appropriation. 

Senator Phipps spoke for more than 
an hour yesterday. He declared that 
the lump-sum plan of making appropri- 
ations was seriously impeding the de- 
velopment of Washington. So long as 
it is continued, he said, a number of 
important projects would be held up. 
including the proposed $1,500,000 air- 
port and the $19,000,000 municipal 
center.

New York, March 28 (A.P.).—The 
New York Stock Exchange today 
chalked up another 4,000,000 share ses- 
sion, the third in succession, but price 
fluctuations returned to a more orderly 
basis with the main trend again up- 
ward. 

Radio moved back into the specu- 
lative spotlight by quickly rallying 
from a low of $161.50 to a new high 
record at $174.75, but slipped back at 
the close to $167.50, or $1.25 below last 
night’s final quotation. 

Extreme nervousness characterized 
general trading because of the growing 
uneasiness over the credit situation and 
the long ticker delays. Around midday 
the ticker had fallen nearly half an 
hour behind the market, making it 
almost impossible to trade against the 
tape, as there was no way of knowing 
whether stocks had been bought or 
sold until nearly an hour after the 
orders had been placed. 

The day’s sales totaled 4,079.600 
shares, as against 4,762,400 in yester- 
day's turbulent trading. 7 

While higher call money rates and 


the calling of about $25,000,000 in bank 


loans were a normal development with 
the approach of heavy quarterly settle- 
ments, Wall street was plainly disturbed 
over suggestions that France was pre- 
paring to draw heavily upon its credits 
here, estimated in some quarters os 
high as $700,000,000, in connection with 
its franc stabilization program. and by 
the further exports of gold to other 
countries, A plentiful supply of money 
at easy rates has been one of the bul- 
warks of the “bull” market. 

Hopes of a triple holiday at Easter in 
order to give brokers and employes a 
much-needed rest faded somewhat to- 
day when the board of governors of 
the exchange met and took no action 
on the petition to close the exchange 
on Good Friday. April 6, and Saturday 
April 7. The New York Stock Exchange 
has remained closed on Good Friday 
every year since 1900, with the excep- 
tion of 1906 and 1907, but in recent 
years there has been increasing opposi- 
tlon on the part of many bankers and 
business men to the closing of the ex- 
change on other than bank holidays

Work on Rehabilitating 
Old Chain Bridge Begun 


Virginia End Lifted From Abutment and Part of Wall 
There Will Be Torn Away; Part That Has 


Opened More Thap 100 Years Old. 


A rigging foreman waved his hand 
yesterday afternoon, an engine started, 
& cable strained and the Virginia end 


of Chain Bridge was lifted from the 
abutment on which it had rested since 
the present structure was built tn 1874. 
The end of the bridge is held suspend- 
ed now by nine cables from a huge 
iron structure, which leans out over 
the Potomac River from its base, being 
In turn held up by numerous cables 
guying it from the solid rock of the 
palisades at that point. 

Now that the south end of the 
southernmost span is held, not in mid- 
air, but less than an inch from the 
wall that has supported it, part of that 
wall will be torn away, two steel I- 
beams wiil be riveted in place under 
the span and the 40-ton span will be 
Suspended by the cables now holding 
it until some time in May or June, de- 
pending on weather and other uncer- 
tain factors, when the new abutment 
will have been completed and it will 
be lowered to its permanent place. 


The Virginia abutment, failure of 
which caused the bridge to be closed 
to traffic last year and the present re- 
newal to be undertaken, is In two parts. 
The upper 15 feet of wall was added to 
the old abutment when the present 
bridge was built. The part below that 
point is more than 100 years old and 
is the part in which seams have 
opened, 

Capt. H. C. Whitehurst, assistant 
the Engineer Commissioner, who yes- 
terday witnessed the raising of the 
bridge end, plans to have the top 15 
feet removed and the remainder cradled 
in a sling of timbers and cables 3 feet 
apart, the cables to be anchored to the 
cliff on each side, so that the wall can 
be used as a support against which, 
on the stream side, to shore timbers 
and with which to keep water out 
while the stone behind the wall is ex- 
cavated and the new concrete abut- 
ment constructed. 

After the new abutment is built and

St. Paul, Minn., March 28 (A.P.).—

GOLD GOES ABROAD. 


Shipments of gold from the United States 
io foreign countries for March bid fair to set 
a,new record. The total already exported, 
$74,900,000, is only $100,000 below the pre- 
vious high established last December. ‘The 
present movement is not balanced by imports, 
as has been the case previously. Only $1,- 
000,000 worth of the basic metal has been re- 
caived this month, which brings the exports 
already made this year to approximately $100,- 
090,000 above the imports. 

Just what eventual effect this gold move- 
ment will have can not as yet be stated. It 
has been suggested recently that many of the 
lavger shipments have been made to take ad- 
vantage of the profit that can be made on such 
transactions when foreign exchange gets more 
than a point or two above par. Another fac- 
tor has been the withdrawal of gold by Frauce 
preparatory to the restoration of the goid 
standard by that country. Neither of these 
egplanations appears to give full answer to 
» ‘financial trend which may assume increasing 
iinportance. 

One certainty is that the removal of so 
much gold makes it impossible for foreign 
holders to expand credit with the rapidity 
that would be possible if the metal remained 
in this country, even though earmarked for 
tdreign account. It is also likely that the 
movement if continued will lead to a tighten- 
ing of the money rates in the United States, 
but the fact that Wall street has as yet paid 
little attention to this phase of the situation 
would make it appear that the outward flow 
ig not expected to continue at the present rate. 

The present free movement, however, 
should tend to silence those foreign critics 
who insist that the United States is ‘‘hoarding 
the world’s gold supply.’”’ and that such a 
eogurse is “holding back the rehabilitation of 
inrope.” This country, through its heavy in- 
vestments abroad, has already done everything 
that it could to further economic restoration. 
The recent gold movement is only additional 
proof of this willingness to assist wherever 
possible.

AMERICA’S PROSPERITY BALANCE. 


One of the reasons why foreign nations are 
endeavoring to throw economic restrictions in 
the way ef the United States may. be found in 
the recent report of the Department of Com- 
merce, Which shows that the value of manu- 
factured goods exported by this country has 
mounted from $800,000,000 in 1914 
$2,000,000,000 in 1927. During the 
period the percentage of manufactured prod- 
ucts sold abroad rose from 29 per cent to 
42 per cent. Dr. Julius Klein, who is re- 
sponsible for the statistics, says that this gain 
has not been accomplished at the expense of 
competing countries, but is due to the im- 
proved buying power of overseas markets and 
the quality of American salesmanship. 

It must be remembered, however, that the 
day has only just passed when foreign countries 
regarded the United States as a source of raw 
materials only. No one abroad was hurt when 
England, France and Germany bought from us 
what they themsleves could not produce, and 
sent the manufactured article back to 
United States. The increase in domestic pro- 
duction has served to make this virtually im- 
possible and now Amercian salesmen are going 
abroad in increasing numbers to sell the sur- 
plus. What they succeed in selling is seen by 
Dr. Klein as our “prosperity balance.” 

This new state of affairs has much to do, 
no doubt, with the formation of European 
cartels, the demand for tariff restrictions 
against American products, and the hope of 
lowering in some degree the American tariff 
schedules. A gain of $1,200,000,009 _ in 
American business abroad in less than two 
decades, whether accomplished at the expense 
of competing nations or not, is not the sort of 
thing to be taken lightly by European manu- 
facturers. The United States, however, has 
several advantages in addition to those listed 
by Dr. Klein. The fields in which the gains 
have been made are those in which this country 
can hardly be rivaled, and the American mar- 
ket is still too attractive a plum for foreign 
producers for them to wish to risk a declara- 
tion of actual economic warfare.

THE EXPERIENCE OF AN 


EX-SANDHOG., 
HIS is a report of a conversation 
with an ex-sandhog. The gentleman 
is now a district supervisor, hav- 
ing several hundred miles of railroad 
track and many bridges in his care. He 
was an intelligent man, though without 
much book education, and he was will- 
in 


g. 

The talk turned to the building of 
railroad bridges across the Mississippi 
and Ohio Rivers—the bridges at St. 
Louis, Thebes, Paducah, Calro and Mem- 
phis, and the proposed bridges at New 
Orleans and Vicksburg. Mr. Supervisor 
had worked as a sandhog on more than 
one of those bridges. The story he told 
me about sandhogs was taken from his 
Own experience and observation. 


I asked him about “bends,” the very 
painful and frequently fatal disease to 
which sandhogs are subject. A sandhog 
is aman ho works in bridge caissons, 
working under high air pressure, dig- 
ging foundations for bridges and such. 
The pain and cramping is due to bub- 
‘bles of air forming in the blood stream. 
He had seen many sandhogs crumple 
up with the “bends.” 

When a man fell over his fellow work- 
ers stripped him and threw him into a 
trough of hot water kept at hand fq 
the purpose. The water was “almost 
hot enough to scald hog.” His bud- 
dies rubbed him vigorously as he lay 
din the water. They next removed him 
from the water and laid him on the 
floor and continued rubbing him. Back 
and forth he went, in and out of the 
water, until he got easy or he died.

Trump; South is Declarer, North 
is Dummy: the Initial lead is shown. 
H«w should Declarer plan his campaign 
as soon as he sees Dummy’s hand and 
knows the exact twenty-six cards with 
which he will operate? 


DECLARER’S PLAN OF CAMPAIGN, 


A Spade being led, Declarer will see 
that he Is sure of three Spade tricks, 
on Heart trick, two Diamond tricks and 
tvo Club tricks; he wants to get the 
extra (game-going) trick if possible. He 


|} has two chances of obtaining it; one 


being that the adverse Ace of Clubs is 
held as a@ singleton or as part of a 
doubleton, in which case it will have to 
fal’ on the first or second round, as 
the case may be. If it be part of a 
trebleton, as is probable, the adversary 
who holds it will not play it until the 
third round and, by holding it that 
long, will block Dummy’s long Clubs 
and limit the Declarer to two Club 
tricks. In that case Declarer’s only 
hope for game will be to find the King 
of Diamonds in th3 East hand. Win- 
ning the first Spade, therefore, he 
should lead a Club from Closed hand, 
overplaying in Dummy with the n2xt 
higher Club and if that club win, lead 
a Diamond from Dummy, finessing it. 
This gives the Declarer two strings to 
his bow. He will be on his way to make 
up the Clubs if it be possible to do so 
and he surely will have t'-‘o Diamond 
finesses if that be the way to obtain 
game. If winning the first Club trick, 
he continued Clubs and the Ace did not 
fall, there would be no use in leading 
Clubs for the third time as Dummy 
could not cash them after they were 
established, and then there would be 
only one chanc: to lead Diamonds from 
Dummy.
